LUTON’S deputy mayor and the Labour 
Party have apologised for ‘any embarrass¬ 
ment caused’ to the town’s top cop after he 
posed for pictures at the mayor-making 
ceremony with her fraudster brother-in- 
law. 

Councillor Asma Rathore said she ‘regrets’ 
not telling Chief Superintendent Mike 
Colbourne, Bedfordshire Police’s Luton 
Divisional Commander, he was being 
filmed with Ahmed Siddique at the Town 
Hall civic event on May 23. 

Siddique and his wife, Shagufta, who live 
in Luton, were convicted in 2009 of obtain¬ 
ing more than £160,000 through fraudulent 
activities. 

Labour councillor Rathore has admitted 
to an “error of judgement” in not informing 
Mr Colbourne of Siddique’s background 
before they posed for pictures together at 
the ceremony, which was videoed by online 
community news and events TV channel 
www.tvbedfordshire.com 

Cllr Rathore, who had no involvement in 
her relatives’ crimes, said: “I would regret 
any embarrassment caused to Mr 
Colbourne. If he comes to us, I would apol¬ 
ogise if pictures are in the paper and there is 
a big hoo-ha about it. 

“If it was to happen again, I’d let Mr 
Colbourne know about it because I don’t 
want anyone to be ashamed of something 
they didn’t know about. But if it’s embarrass¬ 
ing to the council I wouldn’t let it happen in 
the future. I made an error of judgement. 

“Ahmed is my husband’s brother, it’s fami¬ 
ly. That’s the only event he’s been to. It was a 
big day for me and my family. I know he has 
a past, but he’s served his punishment. 

“We don’t keep looking at the past. Ahmed 
raises money for charity abroad, and helped 
pay for ambulances in Pakistan.” 


The Siddiques were given suspended 
prison sentences for fraudulently claiming 
£10,628 in housing benefits and £3,695 in 
council tax benefits. 

The couple gained £162,205 through their 
illegal activities, which included buying a 
property in Leagrave Road through a fraud¬ 
ulently-obtained mortgage, and were 
ordered to repay £26,695 to Luton Borough 
Council. 

Labour Party organiser Francis Steer said: 
“In my opinion Cllr Rathore was very 
unwise to allow herself and Ahmed 
Siddique, who has been convicted of fraud, 
to pose for a photo with Chief 
Superintendent Mike Colbourne. 

“I know that Mr Colbourne would have 
been happy to pose for a photo with the 
Deputy Mayor, so I would like to apologise 
for any embarrassment that this might have 
caused him or the police. 

“Nobody is suggesting that Cllr Rathore 
used her newly-elected position of Deputy 
Mayor to obtain a photo of Mr Colbourne 
and Mr Siddique together.” 


Earlier this year Cllr Rathore survived an 
investigation by the Labour Party for not 
disclosing her family connections to her 
cousin, Luton sham marriage ringleader 
Ashar Ali Rathore, who was deported to 
Pakistan, and the Siddiques during the can¬ 
didate selection process in the run-up to 
last year’s local elections. 

She said she “did not realise” she had to 
inform the party of any issues which 
could cause potential embarrassment to 
them. 

A police spokeswoman, who confirmed 
that Mr Colbourne does not know Siddique, 
said: “Senior officers all attend civic cere¬ 
monies throughout the county during each 
year representing the force. 

“This occasion was no exception and as 
with all such ceremonies a wide number of 
the general public are also in attendance 
with photographs being taken on a regular 
basis. 

“As in this case it is not possible to know 
everyone at these functions or their person¬ 
al backgrounds.”

Top dogs hounded out 
to save police a million

PRIVATISED police dogs could soon 
be transferred out of the force but 
will retain their rights. 

The cream of the canines would be 
moved in a TUPE style transaction 
which protects their current terms 
and conditions. 

Police dogs are the latest victims of 
cost saving exercises by Bedfordshire 
Police. 

A draft report has been posted on 
the police open internet site, stating 
that Bedfordshire, Hertfordshire and 
Cambridgeshire could save more than 
£1 million by privatising the work of 
specialist dogs, such as sniffer dogs 
and dogs that attend firearm inci¬ 
dents. 

The report stated that it was a 
‘restricted’ document, although a 
police spokesperson said that this 
word had been left on in error before 
it was uploaded. 

Only the beat dogs who carry out 
everyday duties such as crowd control 
will be retained by Bedfordshire 
Police. 

No police dogs will be destroyed but, 
if privatised, they would be trans¬ 
ferred to the new company. 

The report highlights risks to this 
proposal, such as: 

■ The buying in of dog services is 



likely to be controversial both with 
the police service and the wider com¬ 
munity. 

■ The provision of the dog services 
may not reach the standards required 

■ Media attention would need to be 
handled sensitively. 

■ There are national requirements 
that would have to be met. 

With regard to firearms incidents 
where dogs are used, in 2011, there 
were 907 occasions in Bedfordshire, 
215 in Hertfordshire and 203 in 
Cambridgeshire. 

Peter Conniff, Chairman of 
Bedfordshire Police Authority, said: 


“As part of the Alliance’s programme 
of collaboration, proposals have been 
developed as to how a collaborated 
dog unit function could be provided 
for the three forces. 

“These proposals aim to ensure the 
three forces have a collaborated dog 
unit function that continues to deliver 
core functions and essential roles 
such as support at incidents of public 
disorder and helping to track and 
search for suspects and missing peo¬ 
ple. 

“In addition, the proposals also rec¬ 
ommend that the forces use the serv¬ 
ices of a commercial accredited part¬ 
ner for those occasions where special¬ 
ist dogs are required and which do not 
require the deployment of a warrant¬ 
ed officer, such as for drugs searches. 

“These proposals would save the 
three forces in the region of £l.lm per 
year. 

“We considered the proposals at our 
meeting on July 13 and gave an in¬ 
principle approval to the business 
case. Hertfordshire Police Authority 
discussed the issue at its meeting on 
Friday, July 20, and also gave their in¬ 
principle approval to the business 
case. Cambridgeshire Police Authority 
will consider the business case in 
September. Therefore it would be 
inappropriate to comment further 
until all the authorities’ views are 
known.” 


Murder inquiry after 
assault victim dies 

A MURDER inquiry has been launched by the police after 
the victim of an assault died in hospital on Monday after¬ 
noon. 

The 51-year-old Polish man from Stockwood Crescent, 
Luton, who has not been named, was found with serious 
head injuries at his home on August 7. He died at Luton & 
Dunstable Hospital. 

Officers from the Bedfordshire, Cambridgeshire and 
Hertfordshire Major Crime Unit are looking into the case. 

Bedfordshire Police, on behalf of the Crown Prosecution 
Service, had charged Janusz Przystanski, 48, and Konrad 
Kaczysky, 30, of Stockwood Crescent, Luton, with griev¬ 
ous bodily harm following the incident. 

They are both due to reappear before Luton Crown 
Court on Tuesday. 


Robbers told boys, 12: 
‘Well break your jaws’ 

THREE 12-year-olds were robbed in broad daylight and 
told: “We are going to break your jaws.” 

The victims were in an alleyway between Park Street 
and Manor Park, Luton, when they were approached by 
two men at 2.30pm on August 6. 

The pair threatened to break their jaws if they did not 
hand over their mobiles. The boys were all extremely 
scared and handed over two Blackberries and an Orange. 

Both men are described as white, 18-20 years old, with 
slim/skinny builds and one had short dark hair. 

The first wore a light grey hooded top and grey jogging 
bottoms and the other was wearing a dark grey hooded 
top and blue jeans.

Luton Borough 
Council is in the process 
of replacing the 
pedestrian crossing on 
Bramingham Road with 
a Toucan traffic light 
controlled crossing. 

A council spokesman 
said: “The two lane 
approaches to the old 
zebra crossings resulted 
in a number of safety 
issues, including 
drivers overtaking cars 
stopped at the zebra 
and not realising 
pedestrians were on the 
crossing.” 

Installation of the 
traffic signals began on 
Monday and the set-up 
should be operative 
early next week. 

FLATS WASTE REMOVED 

A MOUND of broken 
sofas, beds and 
wardrobes outside a 
block of flats has been 
taken away. 

Last week, Luton on 
Sunday reported that 
the pile of waste outside 
the building in Park 
Street, Luton, was 
causing misery for the 
residents. 

But a Luton Borough 
Council spokesman said: 
“After discussions with 
the managing agents 
and owner, we have 
since visited the location 
and can confirm the 
waste to the rear has 
now been removed.”

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Resident’s fear 
after drugs find

A VULNERABLE council tenant said she is 
‘living in fear’ because the police are not 
taking enough action over people using her 
garden to hide drugs and weapons. 

The woman, who does not want to be 
named, lives close to Addington Way, 
Leagrave, and says people on the run from 
the police run through one of the gardens 
and leave things behind for a later pick-up. 

In the past she has founded various items 
such knives, sharpened screwdrivers and 
packets with unknown powder. 

Just last week she found an envelope 
which contained small packets of a white 
powder. It also had someone’s name and 
contact number written on it. 

The woman, who suffers from disabilities 
including arthritis, claims she informed the 
police about the package twice on August 7 
but that no-one came round to pick it up. 

She then held on to the envelope for nine 
days before the police finally picked it up on 
Thursday following calls from Luton on 
Sunday. But Bedfordshire Police said they 
never received any calls from the tenant, 
and only picked up the package following 
LoS’ press inquiry. 

The woman said: “I found this small white 
envelope and inside was small rolls of cling¬ 
film with white stuff in it. Then I called the 
police and they asked me to bring it in to the 
station. 


“I told them I couldn’t because I need to 
have a carer with me whenever I go out so 
they took my number and said they would 
send an officer round but no-one came. 

“You rarely see the police around here and 
it isn’t safe. I’m living in fear and its diaboli¬ 
cal that you have to get the press involved 
before the authorities do something.” 

A spokeswoman for Bedfordshire Police 
said: “After a call from LoS a search was com¬ 
pleted of calls from this address to 
Bedfordshire Police and no calls had been 
recorded during August 2012. 

“However, with the information received 
from an LoS journalist members of the local 
policing team contacted the resident to 
arrange a visit on Thursday evening. 

“However, as the lady was going out she 
offered to call in to the police station herself 
and hand over the items she had found in 
her garden, which were a knife and small 
packets of an unknown white substance. 
These have now been stored in our seizure 
store and officers will now make further 
enquiries. 

“Should this resident have any complaints 
relating to antisocial behaviour or other 
crimes she believes are happening in the 
area then we would always encourage her to 
contact Bedfordshire Police using the 101 
number. 

“We know streets close to Addington Way 
do suffer from anti-social behaviour and we 
are working with our partners to crack down 
on this issue.” 


Mum on the 
run with son 


THE saga of a Luton-born 
mum who is wanted for 
‘abducting her child’ took 
another twist this week - as she 
went on the run from the 
authorities. 

On July 29, Luton on Sunday 
reported that Marie Roche, 33, 
was being forced to leave the 
country under a European 
Law, after she fled from 
Lanzarote with her four-year- 
old son to escape a 
relationship she claims was 
abusive. 

The High Court ordered Miss 
Roche to return to the island 
by Tuesday, July 7, under The 
Hague Abduction Convention. 

But she did not obey the order 
and has refused to go back. 

Following that decision, her 
father says that police arrived 
at his home in Nursery Road, 
Luton, where she had been 
staying, at 10.30pm on Tuesday 
with a warrant to ‘take away’ 
the boy. 

Neither Marie or the child 
were at the house at the time of 
this visit. 

Her father John said since the 
news about the police visit got 
back to Marie, she has 
disappeared with her son. 

He said: “I’ve been in contact 
with her and I know she is 
okay, but I don’t know where 
she is. 

“How can it have got to this 
stage where a mother is being 
punished for trying to protect 
her boy? Like I've said before, 
someone has to stand up and 
fight to get this ridiculous law 
changed - Marie is fighting and 
I will be writing a letter to 
David Cameron. Marie has told 
me that she is willing to come 
back if the Home Office are 
happy to sit down sensibly, 
consider all of the evidence 
and look at this case again.” 

A spokesman for 
Bedfordshire Police said: “We 
are aware of the situation. Her 
case has been referred to 
Multi-Agency Risk Assessment 
Conference who are dealing 
with it at the moment.” 

A spokesman for the Ministry 
of Justice said it would not be 
able to comment on the case as 
it is now the responsibility of 
the police to find Miss Roche.

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Cops save life of 
‘dying’ driver, 51

A 51-YEAR-OLD driver’s life was 
saved by police who adminis¬ 
tered first aid when they found 
he had no pulse after suffering a 
heart attack at the wheel. 

The man had a cardiac arrest in 
his Ford Fiesta before crashing 
into the wall of a house in Barton 
Road, Luton, on Saturday after¬ 
noon. 

Four officers - PCs Alex Parish, 
Stephen Mason, Thomas Dobins- 


on and PS Louise Fossey - were 
all returning home after working 
at Luton Town FC when they 
came across the collision. 

They man had no pulse and 
was close to death, so they 
quickly took it in turns to give 
first aid and CPR before he was 
taken to hospital in a serious 
condition. 

They were also helped by PCs 
Martin Baker and Emma Tinkler 
who attended the collision from 
the roads policing unit. 

Inspector Colin Bonner said: 


“We have heard today that the 
man is now recovering well from 
his illness and we would all like to 
wish him the best of luck. 

“It is clear that without the 
quick actions of all six officers 
involved in this incident the man 
may not have recovered. 

“They acted professionally 
using all their training to keep 
this man alive until he could be 
taken to hospital. 

“It is incidents like this that 
makes us really proud to be mem¬ 
bers of the police service.”

They are so determined to do well 
and they never gave up." 

A spokeswoman for examina¬ 
tion board Oxford Cambridge and 
RSA (OCR) said: “Many congratu¬ 
lations to Salahudeen and Jason 
for their fantastic achievement. 

“They’re the youngest candi¬ 
dates we have ever had to gain an 
OCR Level 1 National First quali¬ 
fication in ICT - and to get a dis¬ 
tinction is amazing.

Pneumonia sufferer ‘took Ibuprofen’, inquest hears 


WHEN a man took Ibuprofen to 
help ease the pain caused by the 
pneumonia he was suffering 
from, he was unaware it could 
lead to his death. 

John O’Grady of Princes Place, 
Knights Field, Luton, died at his 
home from bronchial pneumonia 
after the condition and lack of 


food intake left him in an 
extremely emaciated state. 

Mr O'Grady, who was originally 
from Dublin, took the mild 
painkiller Ibuprofen to deal with 
the pain in his ribs not knowing 
that it would cause an ulcer, due 
to inadequate nutrition, and ulti¬ 
mately contribute to his death. 


The 47-year-old, who previously 
worked at an employment agency, 
was also suffering from underlying 
hypothermia at the time of his 
death on December 5 as there was 
no heating in his home. At Bedford 
Coroner’s Court, Coroner David 
Morris recorded a verdict that Mr 
O’Grady died of natural causes.

Fight steps up over 
plans for college field

AN ANTI-development campaign 
group will hold a public meeting 
to gain more support this week. 

Barnfield Development Action 
Group have expressed ‘major 
concerns’ over Barnfield College’s 
plans to redevelop the playing 
fields in New Bedford Road. 

The college proposes to sell off 
part of its green space for an 
extensive re-development includ¬ 
ing a new 508-pupil primary 
school, an 88-bed care home, a 
dependency unit, assorted hous¬ 
ing and floodlit sports pitches. 


This week the group submitted a 
738 signature petition to Luton 
Borough Council to oppose the 
plans, and will hold a public meet¬ 
ing at Bushmead Community 
Centre at 7pm on Thursday to dis¬ 
cuss what action to take next. 

A statement from the group 
said: ‘Free, open access to green 
fields for not just organised sport 
but also impromptu sporting use 
is crucial for the health and well¬ 
being of young people. 

‘The potential loss of another 
playing field should concern all 
those involved in the promotion 
of healthier lifestyles for all age 
groups particularly in an area 


which already suffers from a lack 
of green space for its residents.’ 

Alan Euinton, interim principal 
at Barnfield College, said: “We are 
continuously investing in our 
estate for the benefit of our stu¬ 
dents as well as responding to a 
demand for more primary school 
places and homes in the area. 

“The improvements to the 
sports facilities are in response to 
pre-determined Sport England 
guidelines and will remain very 
much open and accessible.” 

The application is currently out 
to public consultation and a deci¬ 
sion is expected by the end of 
September.

Still value for money 

SIR -1 am writing in response to 
your ‘Cops’ mileage up’ article in 
Luton on Sunday on August 12. 

I am fortunate enough to be a 
member of the Bedfordshire, 
Cambridgeshire and Hertfordshire 
Scientific Services Senior 
Management Team. 

Prior to collaboration, the partic¬ 
ular forensic disciplines that are 
now my responsibility were carried 
out in isolation by each force with 
three heads of department and 
nine managers. 

Post collaboration, the manage¬ 
ment team consists of me as head 
of department and six managers. 

We provide a service to all three 
forces (an area stretching from the 
M25 up as far as the border with 
Lincolnshire). 

As you imagine, I now travel con¬ 
siderably more then I did before 
Collaboration. In our unit, and 
indeed across the whole of the 
Scientific Services Unit (SSU), every 
effort is made to use technology to 
reduce travelling costs, to make effi¬ 
ciencies and reduce costs generally. 

Some things, however, need to be 
done face to face. 

Over the last three years, virtually 
everyone that I manage has been 
affected in some way, either by a 
change in terms and conditions, 
being relocated or by the many 
changes in processes and proce¬ 


dures. The very least that I can do 
as the head of this department is to 
provide visible and active leader¬ 
ship and support to the teams and 
the managers as they deal with this 
change. 

Travel costs have increased but 
when these costs are considered 
against the reductions in staffing 
costs and other efficiencies that 
have already been realised then I 
am confident that this still repre¬ 
sents good value for money for the 
taxpayers of Bedfordshire, 
Cambridgeshire and Hertfordshire.

Things took a distinctly 
upward turn with my first pint 
of bitter, then my second and 
then my third.

Over the next few days we had 
probably the best and most 
relaxing break in years.

Car plate crackdown

SIXTY-FIVE vehicles were 
stopped by police during an 
operation to target motorists 
using faulty number plates. 

Codenamed Operation Dragon, 
the clamp down ran throughout 
the six counties including 
Bedfordshire between July 16 and 
August 5 as part of wider policing 
arrangements to support security 


in the run-up to the London 2012 
Olympics. 

It is the second operation of its 
kind and helped towards a drop 
in crime levels, fewer road traffic 
casualties and limited the num¬ 
ber of unsafe drivers using the 
roads. 

Drivers with non-standard reg¬ 
istration plates are targeted 
because Automatic Number Plate 
Recognition (ANPR) technology 
cannot read them, which creates 


problems in identifying criminal 
vehicles. 

Inspector Colin Bonner said: 
“ANPR is a significant weapon in 
our bid to fight crime and protect 
the public. 

“Using this technology the police 
across the region are helping to 
remove serious criminals from the 
roads, as well as unsafe and unin¬ 
sured drivers and vehicles.” 

In total 303 cars across the 
region were stopped.

Bill’s ready to take 
over reins at Uni 


WITH many students facing tuition fees of £9,000 
when they start courses this year, the University of 
Bedfordshire begins its academic year by welcoming 
a new vice-chancellor to its senior management 
staff. CARL MUNGAZI spoke with ex-Labour minister 
Bill Rammell in an exclusive interview about his 
appointment and the plans he has for the university. 


IN recent times, the University of 
Bedfordshire has seen a number 
of changes such as the unveiling 
of its £34 million campus centre in 
October 2010 and its £40million 
en-suite accommodation last 
September. 

This year sees outgoing vice- 
chancellor Professor Les Ebdon 
replaced by Bill Rammell 
(pictured) but what does the 
former Parliamentarian have in 
store for the learning facility 

He said: “I want to build on 
what has already been achieved 
at the university and take it for¬ 
ward through critical and chal¬ 
lenging times. I am absolutely 
passionate about expanding 
access to higher education. 

“This is partly because of my 
personal experience. I grew up in 
a council house, went to a com¬ 
prehensive school and had my 
life transformed through going to 
university. I want that opportuni¬ 
ty for as many people as possible 
as they will benefit from it. 

“Not only is it good for them 
but I think it’s economically 
imperative for the country as 
well. 

“The University of Bedfordshire 
has been at the forefront of that 
widening access agenda and 
that’s part of what attracted me 
to it. I really want to take that 


mission forward and I want to 
see the university further 
embedded within the communi¬ 
ty in a regional and economic 
development role and as well as 
expanding opportunities across 
the board.” 

During his political years, Mr 
Rammell enjoyed a stint as the 
Minister of State for Higher 
Education under the then ruling 
Labour Government. After losing 
his seat in the 2010 General 
Election, he was appointed as 
Plymouth University’s deputy 
vice-chancellor in ianuary 2011 
and was in charge of overseeing 
the student experience and 
internationalisation. 

Mr Rammell said: “When I lost 
my seat in 2010 I fairly quickly 
concluded I didn’t want to go 
back to Parliament. I loved my 
time there but I went into poli¬ 


tics to influence things and you 
don’t go back to the same level of 
influence after something like 
that. I wanted a new challenge 
and I quickly decided I wanted to 
be a higher education leader. 

“The international dimension 
of the University of Bedfordshire 
is something I found really 
attractive because I strongly 
believe in the globalisation of 
higher education. 

“I’m not denying there’s a 
financial element to that but I 
think the globalisation of the 
higher education system allows 
you to bring together academics 
and students from different 
nationalities and belief systems. 
By doing this you create oppor¬ 
tunities for them to work togeth¬ 
er and this brings better oppor¬ 
tunities for all involved. 

One of the things Mr Rammell

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hopes to introduce at the univer¬ 
sity is a public lecture pro¬ 
gramme on public policy. 

He said: “I hope to use some of 
my contacts to get high profile 
national figures that can come to 
Bedfordshire and further 
enhance our reputation. 

“There will also be a very, very 
strong focus on the student 
experience. With fees rising to 
£9,000 it’s critically important 
that the university looks at all the 
metrics which demonstrate 
responsiveness to standards. 

“A real focus on retention is 
necessary as its not enough to 
get students through the door, 
they’ve got to complete their 
studies as well. 

“Things like personal training is 
important because we want to 


see the students improve. I also 
want to review our academic 
portfolio because we need to 
look at all of our courses and 
look at the demand. We must 
analyse what’s working and 
what’s not working well. 

“There also will be a really 
strong focus on employability 
because I think universities will 
be judged on their student 
employment rate. I also want to 
focus on expanding our part- 
time higher education for people 
in work.” 

Mr Rammell thinks higher 
tuition fees should not discour¬ 
age students from attending uni¬ 
versity. He admits he isn’t sure if 
he ‘would have gone for the 
£9,000 figure because I believe in 
a post-graduate contribution 


system’. Despite only just settling 
in, the new vice-chancellor has 
links with the town, having 
enjoyed many Christmas 
holidays as a youngster with 
some of his close family who live 
in Dunstable, a place he says is ‘a 
strong proud town that’s 
achieved a lot despite its chal¬ 
lenges’. 

He added: “From talking to 
people in the local community I 
can feel there is a sense of pride 
in the university. If you look at 
figures for the proportion of 
school which send their students 
to university, you will see that 
Luton is in the top ten. 

“That’s a phenomenal testa¬ 
ment to what the University of 
Bedfordshire has done in widen¬ 
ing access to higher education.”

Stroke unit wil 
share its secrets

A SMALL stroke unit will 
share the secrets of its 
patient recovery success 
on the world stage after 
being invited to make a 
presentation at an inter¬ 
national meeting in 
Brazil. 

The stroke team at Chaul 
End Community Centre 
will attend the World 
Stroke Congress in 
October to present details 
of their service, which 
sees two rehabilitation 
sessions run each Tuesday 
for six clients. 

Facilities at the centre 
include treadmills, paral¬ 
lel bars, mats, medicine 
balls, gym balls and a vari¬ 
ety of handheld soft balls 
to help with rehabilita¬ 
tion. 

There is also a biomet¬ 
rics system which 
includes electro¬ 

goniometers that measure 
human joint movement so 
patients can track their 
progress and improve¬ 
ment. 

Action for Rehabilitation 
from Neurological Injury 
(ARNI) instructor Dr Tom 



Balchin and Cynthia Van 
As, of the Eastern Region 
Stroke Network, will give 
the presentation in Brazil 
about Luton’s success 
story, telling health 
experts from around the 
world about the success¬ 
ful service, and hearing 
about late-breaking 
research from global 
experts. 

Cllr Mahmood Hussain 
(pictured) said: “We 
already knew that this was 
a first class centre because 
of the families it has 
helped get back to normal 
life after a stroke. However, 
it is still a huge honour for 
it to be recognised on the 
international stage. 

"Having a stroke can 
lead to feelings of 
isolation as well as loss of 


confidence and inde¬ 
pendence. 

“The service offers sup¬ 
port to people whose abil¬ 
ity to communicate has 
been affected by stroke, so 
they can learn new skills 
and regain their confi¬ 
dence through group and 
one-to-one support. 

“We have received so 
much positive and inspi¬ 
rational feedback about 
the centre.” 

The Beds and Herts 
Heart and Stroke Network 
provided funds for per¬ 
sonal trainers to under¬ 
take ARNI training. 

The Stroke Association, 
Luton NHS and the Luton 
Clinical Commissioning 
Group have also been 
involved in setting up and 
running the service. 

The service has been 
operating since October 
2010 after Polly Parrish, 
who was the Chaul End 
Day Service manager at 
the time, spotted the 
potential for providing a 
better service for people 
recovering from strokes. 

She said: “The real 
reward has been seeing 
the difference this has 
made to people’s lives.”

Diabetes charity 
hits out at hospital

DIABETES sufferers could be at 
increased risk of needing foot 
amputations due to an NHS hospi¬ 
tal not having the recommended 
specialised team. 

That’s the claim of Diabetes UK, 
which points to Luton & Dunstable 
Hospital’s lack of a multi-discipli¬ 
nary footcare team (MDT) for 
patients with the condition despite 
this being recommended by the 
National Institute for Health and 
Clinical Excellence. 

The campaigning charity is calling 
for the L&D 'to establish an MDT 
ensuring appropriate systems are in 
place to respond to referrals within 
24 hours’ and will be writing to the 
hospital's chief executive, Pauline 
Phillip, to request a meeting to dis¬ 
cuss the issue. 

One of the reasons for the high lev¬ 
els of preventable amputations is 
that diabetic foot problems can 
deteriorate very quickly and this is 
why people with diabetes who have 
foot or leg ulcers should be referred 
to an MDT within 24 hours. 

Diabetes UK spokeswoman Sharon 
Roberts said: “Everyone agrees that 
specialist hospital footcare teams 
are important for preventing ampu¬ 
tations and can save the NHS 
money. 

“This is why it is appalling that the 
L&D is letting down people with 


diabetes by still not having these 
provisions in place. It is a tragic 
example of short-termism that it is 
failing to invest in an MDT within 
the hospital to deliver quality access 
to co-ordinated foot care within the 
local area despite the fact that the 
financial savings from doing fewer 
amputations is likely to outweigh the 
cost of setting one up. 

“I have written to the chief execu¬ 
tive of the hospital to ask what provi¬ 
sions the hospital has in place and if 
these do not allow referral within 24 
hours then demand it establishes 
one of these teams.” 

An L&D spokesman said: “Although 
the Trust does not offer every com¬ 
ponent of a formal MDT model as 
suggested by Diabetes UK, the L&D 
does provide specialist diabetic foot¬ 
care teams and offers diabetic 
patients the support of a compre¬ 
hensive range of medical specialists. 

“The L&D is committed to further 
improving and developing services 
for diabetes patients, evidenced by 
the diabetes clinics run by MDTs of 
specialist staff which the hospital 
provides in the community, and the 
improved access to orthopaedic sur¬ 
geons who have a special interest in 
diabetic care. 

“The hospital has increased the 
number of weekly specialist podiatry 
clinics in diabetic medicine for 
patients with complex foot prob¬ 
lems, led by a consultant physician 
and a diabetes specialist nurse.”

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Fall in robbery figures

THE number of robberies has 
dropped by more than a quarter 
in four months - at a time when 
police would normally expect to 
see more being committed. 

Bedfordshire Police have put the 
reduction down to its Operation 
Oklahoma robbery crackdown in 
Luton, which the force say has cut 
such crimes by 29 per cent during 
April-July, compared with the pre¬ 
vious four months. 

The operation, which was 
launched in April and aims to 
clamp down on muggings, has 
seen more than 4,730 hours 
clocked up by police officers, 
police community support offi¬ 
cers, special constables, among 
others, some of whom even use 
covert tactics to catch robbers. 


The majority of the 153 people 
stopped have been searched, 
while 65 arrests have been made 
including 13 for robbery, three for 
possession of an offensive 
weapon, five for burglary, five for 
vehicle crime, five for firearms 
offences, 17 for drugs offences, 
three for shoplifting, two for metal 
theft and two for assault. 

Also 153 vehicles have been 
stopped and searched and 18 
cannabis street cautions have 
been issued. 

Chief Inspector Rob McCaffray 
said: “This operation is continu¬ 
ing in the town to ensure our 
young people are protected whilst 
they enjoy their summer break 
and as we are half way through 
the holidays I think it would be 
timely to remind those people 
who choose to commit crime in 
Luton that Bedfordshire Police is 


continuing this operation and 
officers will do all they can to 
bring them to justice. 

“During the weeks leading up to 
the school holidays policing 
teams also visited local high 
schools to educate young people 
about how they can keep them¬ 
selves safe but they also took the 
opportunity to educate those 
young people who may choose to 
commit crime about the conse¬ 
quence of their actions. 

“This close liaison with young 
people will continue throughout 
the school year.” 

Bedfordshire Police are also 
inviting 11-18 year olds to enter a 
competition highlighting the 
dangers and consequences of 
committing robberies.

TOMORROW sees the public opening of the long 
awaited Luton Inspire Sports Village. 

At £26 million, it represents a significant 
investment in the town's infrastructure. We sent 
our reporter CARL MUNGAZI for a closer look. 


THE first thing that you 
notice about the new ‘sports 
village’ in Butterfield Green 
Road is the standard of the 
facilities. 

Its main attraction is the 
competition standard 50- 
metre eight-lane swimming 
pool that is able to host 
national swimming competi¬ 
tions and a ten-metre world 
class diving facility which 
meets the standard for inter¬ 
national competitions and is 
one of the few platforms of its 
kind in the country. 

This has already attracted 
two young experienced div¬ 
ing coaches. David Jenkins 
has trained under several 
Olympic coaches while Harry 
Glover (far right) has trained 
alongside Tom Daley and is a 
silver medalist from last year’s 
Senior National 10m champi¬ 
onships in Barcelona. 

There is also a 20m five-lane 
community pool with a 
moveable floor that allows it 
to cater for a range of activi¬ 


ties including aqua aerobics, 
parents and baby classes and 
special needs groups. 

Other facilities available 
include a large sports hall 
capable of hosting a wide 
range of sports, 100-station 
gym, dance and aerobic stu¬ 
dios, a multi-purpose activity 
room and a creche for 
children between the ages of 
six months and five years. 

Active Luton said it has 
already been inundated with 
calls from national and inter¬ 
national bodies wishing to 
use the centre. 

A martial arts seminar has 
already been booked to take 
place in the sports this 


November and teams will be 
flying in from Asia. 

There will also be training 
camps held at Inspire Village 
by the national diving squads 
and the All England 
Badminton Team. 

The centre has also been 
specifically designed to 
ensure all its facilities can be 
accessed by wheelchair users 
and disabled people, starting 
from outside the building 
with free car parking and 
dedicated blue badge parking 
spaces, to a level access 
entrance with automatic 
main doors and wheelchair 
users will also have direct 
access through the barrier.

There is also a highly visible 
reception desk featuring a 
drop level section, wide corri¬ 
dors and accessible changing 
rooms, toilets and showers as 
well as wheelchair spaces in 
the spectators’ gallery. 

The accessible changing 
rooms are located together 


for easier use by groups and 
also include a bed and hoist, 
with enough room for two 
carers. The benches have also 
been developed to allow easy 
transfer from a wheelchair. 

Last month, Cllr Hazel 
Simmons spoke about how 
the council hopes that the 
centre will encourage healthi¬ 
er lifestyles. 

Luton currently has some 
serious health issues, with 
one in five children classed as 
obese by age 11. It is hoped 
the centre will mean more 
people take-up sporting 
activities. 

She said: “Our goal is to 
encourage as many people as 
possible to get fit and develop 
healthier lifestyles. 

“We know that some people 
with disabilities find it diffi¬ 
cult to keep active because of 
lack of suitable facilities or 
inadequate access but 
Inspire: Luton Sports Village 
has been specially designed 
so that people of all abilities 


can easily move around the 
building and can access all 
that is on offer at the centre. 

“I urge everyone to come to 
Inspire and try out the facili¬ 
ties, having a disability will 
not be a barrier to getting fit 
at the centre.” 

And her sentiments were 
echoed by Cllr Sian Timoney 
(inset) who said earlier this 
week she was ‘really proud’ of 
the centre and hope it would 
‘inspire youngsters to get fit’. 

She said: “For 25 years we 
have waited for this and now 
we finally have it. 

“The town was really lacking 
a swimming and sports facili¬ 
ty. We could have refurbished 
the old buildings but it wasn’t 
worth it. 

“It’s good because some 
people had to travel out of 
town to access swimming 
facilities elsewhere but now 
they have something local. 

“Kids are already excited 
about this centre and the div¬ 
ing lessons on offer.”

Commercial Vehicle Auctions (CVA) has branched out. The Doncaster-based auctioneer, 
owned by Ballyvesey Holdings, opened a second auction venue just off Ml J12 at 
Toddington. 

It opens up a new catchment area for CVA in the south, targeting the Home Counties and 
along the M4 corridor. Utilising the premises of sister company Intercounty, the 
Mercedes-Benz dealer, CVA sold truck and plant at the inaugural sale. 

CVA MD Adrian Yates says: "Our intention is to build on the success of the event, to establish it 
as a regular date both in vendors' and buyers' diaries and then to apply any lessons we learn 
there to the roll out of auctions at other strategic locations. 

"Already, a number of national companies with vehicles for sale in the north and south of the 
country have committed to supporting our auctions at both Toddington and Doncaster/' he 
adds. 

For the moment Toddington will remain a monthly sale, the next one takes place on 12 
September. Operating solely from Doncaster CVA recognised it was able to operate 
successfully in the north of the UK, however, utilising vehicle disposal in the south was a 
problem. "The customers were right, there was no real solution for our customers in the 
south to work with a company like CVA; 

"They either incurred high delivery costs to get the asset north, or more often used a 
competitor who did not maximise values as they did not have the marketing expertise or 
buyer database CVA have, or they sold the vehicles through other routes that did not allow 
the full exposure to marketing of the assets that CVA would give them," he explains. 

He also revealed that a number of banks, finance companies, national contract hire 
companies, larger direct companies, utility companies have already signed up to put stock in 
both sites as this would save delivery costs, and open up the assets to a wider audience across 
the UK.

Fostering is a way of providing family life for 
someone else’s child in your own home when 
they are unable to live with their birth family.

Foster carers take care of children who, for a wide range 
of reasons, can’t live with their own families. 39,000 
children are placed in foster care every year. 

Foster carers were commonly known as foster parents, 
but these days people tend to use the term foster carers 
to better reflect the nature of the relationship. 

Foster children may be separated from their families 
permanently or on a temporary basis.

‘Chunky’ has gone on a 
four-fight winning run and 
will be aiming to extend 
that on the night.
